In this issue of Football News, Ne- 
braska is the choice as the preseason 
favorite to win the national champi- 
onship. But it just as easily could 
have been Notre Dame. Or Florida. 
Or Florida State. In fact, the way we 





see it there are about seven or eight 
schools that appear to have the talent 
to earn a trip to the White House to 
pose with the prez. 

That's good news. It’s good news 
because it'll probably make things 
interesting right through the bowls. 
Nobody likes a rout, least of all in the 


race for the national championship.. 


And with so many quality teams, at 
least on paper, we appear to be in 
store for some intriguing matchups 
— which means at least four or five 
confrontations labeled “the game of 
the decade” — not to mention some 
anxious moments as the polls come 
out each week amid some heavy- 
duty lobbying from coaches and 
fans. ‘i 
Now look a little closer at those 
seven. or eight teams, and if you see 
something familiar it’s because there 
is something familiar. These, more 
or less,.are.the same preseason fa- 
vorites that you read about a year 
ago and probably-two years ago, 
and three years ago and .. . get the 
idea? 

That’s bad news. It’s bad news be- 
cause college football has become an 
elitist institution where on any given 
Saturday a Goliath can fall to a 
David, but that David needs a whole 


arsenal of slingshots to creep its way |. 


up the polls. It’s bad news because it 
takes away some of the suspense that 
is there in college basketball, where a 
Villanova can miraculously climb 
past the Kentuckys and Indianas all 
the way to the top. 

Won't happen in college football. 
East Carolina can start 8-0 and make 
it all the way to eighth in the polls. 
But slip one Saturday and the Pirates 
are back in the pack again. On the 
other hand, if one of the Power 
Schools drops a game, there is al- 
ways time to rebound. = 

Oh, there are exceptions, There 
was a Clemson team one year. And a 
Brigham Young another year. And 
even a Georgia Tech managed to tie 
for the title on another occasion. But 
those scenarios simply don’t unfold 
often enough to satisfy the underdog 
in all of us. 

Who is to blame? Everybody and 
nobody. 

Blame television for showcasing 
the glamour schools. Blame the fans 
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Record-setting quarterback Chad May is one reason fans should keep an eye on Kansas 


State during the 1994 season. 


for insisting upon nothing less. 
Blame the best high school players in 
the country for signing with Florida 
State instead of New Mexico State. 
Blame the coaches who leave the 
lesser schools for a spot with the big 
boys. — 

But how can you blame televi- 
sion if that’s what the fans want, 
and how can you blame the best 
players for wanting to play for the 
best programs, and the coaches for 
wanting to coach in the best pro- 
grams?: 

You can’t. For better or worse, it is 
simply the way things have evolved. 

Once in a while, you'll see a coach 
wind up with one of the “outside” 
schools after spending time with one 


of the big boys. Howard Schnellen- 
berger was in that position when he 
went to Louisville after coaching the 
University of Miami to the national 
championship. Schnellenberger 
wasted little time upgrading the fa- 
cilities, bringing in better players and 
scheduling more impressive oppo- 
nents. 

What happens? Louisville makes 
it all the way to the Fiesta Bowl in 
1990 and spanks Alabama. Great 
story. Unfortunately, all it got them 
was a 14th spot in the Associated 
Press poll and now, four years later, 
Schnellenberger is fighting an uphill 
climb once again just to crack some- 
body’s preseason Top 20. 

But if you’re looking for some 


school to target as an outsider ready 
to make a move, if you like to go to 
the track and pluck down $2 ona 
long shot, here are a few schools 
worth watching in 1994: 

¢ Virginia Tech: Finished 9-3 a 
year ago and upset Indiana in the 
Independence Bowl. Said coach 
Frank Beamer: “I have visions of 
Virginia Tech reaching even greater 
heights this season.” He doesn’t ap- 
pear to be dreaming. The Hokies are 
loaded on offense, with record-set- 
ting quarterback Maurice DeShazo 
leading the way, and have eight 
starters returning on defense. Previ- 
ous highest finish in the polls: 16th 
in 1954. 

e Kansas State: Coming off the 
school’s best record in years (9-2-1), 
the Wildcats could be something 
special if quarterback Chad May’s 
knee holds up. It was May who set a 
Big Eight record with 489 yards pass- 
ing against Nebraska a year ago. The 
big concern for the Wildcats is a tor- 
rid schedule that includes Nebraska, 
Colorado and Oklahoma. Previous 
highest finish in the polls: 20th in 
1993. 

¢ Southwestern Louisiana: Sure, 
this one is a mega reach, but no other 
team in Louisiana offers much 
promise, so why not roll the dice? 
The Ragin’ Cajuns were the most im- 
proved team in the nation last year 
(8-3) and boast a bona fide stud on 
defense in safety Orlanda Thomas, 
he of nine interceptions a year ago. 
Previous highest finish in the polls: 
Never. 

OK, time to return to reality. Foot- 
ball News picks Nebraska to win it all. 
Makes sense. Tom Osborne is cer- 
tainly due after last season’s heart- 
pounding loss to Florida State in the 
Orange Bowl game and much of the 
team is still intact, including talented 
quarterback Tommie Frazier. It’s 
hard not to root for Osborne the way 
everybody rooted for Bobby Bowden 
a year ago. Osborne, in his 22nd sea- 
son, is still searching for his first na- 
tional title. 

If the Cornhuskers can get past 
Colorado and UCLA at home and 
Oklahoma on the road, they could 
just do it. Then again, maybe they'll 
slip up along the way, providing a 
crack for a Notre Dame or a Florida 
State to ease through, 

But while all this is happening, 
wouldn’t it be nice if an East Car- 
olina or a Tulsa or a Memphis or 
even a Michigan State found the 
right formula to win all its games 
and give the Power Pack a serious 
run. 
So here’s a vote for all those 
beloved underdogs out there. The lit- 
ue guys with the big dreams. Who 
knows, if things fall just right, one of 
you may even make it all the way to 
15th or 16th in next year’s preseason

When I was still coaching, I al- 
ways felt that { knew my players and 
that I could handle most situations. 
Whether it was drugs and alcohol, 
morai conduct on the campus or aca- 
demic requirements, I tried to be 
alert as to what was going on with 
my program. 

But I never could completely keep 
agents from talking to my players. 

It wasn’t for lack of trying. We had 
people come in and talk to the play- 
ers about agents. They would relay 
stories about National Football 
League players — guys who had rea- 
sonably successful careers — and 
how agents would take that pro 
player, put him in designer jeans, silk 
shirts and 17 necklaces, and send 
him back to the college campus to 
get to know kids and entice them. 

The problem is probably more sig- 
nificant today than it was in my time. 
But I was touched by this in the mid- 
dle 1980s. 

I had two players (in 1986) — Gar- 
land Rivers and Robert Perryman — 
whom I suspected had flown to New 
York City with agents Norby Walters 
and Lloyd Bloom. I brought Rivers 
and Perryman in during the course 
of the summer on several occasions 
and said that I had heard they were 
cavorting with agents. They readily 
denied it — and I believed them. 

Following the Rose Bowl that sea- 
son, | was coaching the Hula Bowl 
and Rivers was playing in the game. 
I came down to breakfast the first 
morning and I saw him eating with 
Bloom. I knew then something was 
up. 

‘geen after that game in January, 
all of this came to light. Walters and 
Bloom were indicted by the federal 
government and stood trial in 
Chicago. The FBI interviewed Rivers 
and Perryman. As a result of those 
interviews, they confessed that they 
did go to New York and accept some 
kind of favors from Walters and 
Bloom. : 

It was being done then, and it’s 
still being done today. 

In talking to head coach Gary

No matter what a coach does, it’s difficult to keep agents away from great prospects like Michigan running back Tyrone Wheatley. 
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Moeller here at Michigan, he’s fight- 
ing a similar problem. How do you 
keep people away from a talent like 
running back Tyrone Wheatley? If an 
agent can get a guy like Wheatley, 
that’s money in the bank. 

It’s probably the toughest problem 
for a coach. He has to continually ad- 
dress the subject of agents. You also 
try to encourage all your outstanding 
players to tell you who’s calling 
them so you can be alerted to that. 

In the case of Bobby Bowden at 
Florida State, I personally think he’s 
a good coach as far as his relation- 
ship with the players. I wouldn’t say 
he doesn’t know what's going on 
around him. But he — and any coach 
— can easily be fooled by an agent. 

Let me put it this way. A coach 
can control how a player is recruited. 
If there’s someone out there, for ex- 
ample, trying to illegally recruit for a 
coach, that person is always looking 
to the coach for some kind of credit. 
Those type of people the coach can 
control. But the agents, you have no 
control over. 

It’s your responsibility as head 
coach to get the type of player you 
want from the start. When I was 
coaching, I had as many disadvan- 
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taged, undisciplined kids as Florida 
State or anywhere else. But when they 
came here, it was presented to them 
that this was a tough, tough program. 
I explained to each of them that I ex- 
pected them to be as. honest with me 
as I was going to be with them. 

Do you really think that a player 
who is trying to avoid discipline will 
go to Indiana to play basketball? Do 
you think a player who wanted to be 
in a free-spirited, laissez-faire pro- 
gram wanted to go to Michigan 
when I coached here? 

These kids know the programs. 

The agents, on the other hand, 
don’t care whether it’s a poor pro- 
gram or a rich program. If they think 
they can make some money off the 
player, they’re going to go after him 
and try to entice him’to sign early. 

This much is certain. Once it hap- 
pens, the performance of that player 
is never the same. They don’t play 
with the same dedication and they 
aren‘t nearly as focused on the sea- 
son because they have too many out- 
side interests. 

In the long run, that player also 
hurts himself. Scouts for the NFL, no 
matter what an agent tells a player, 
judge these kids on performance in 
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their final season of football. 

Now, some people say college 
players should be paid. It’s true, 
what we're asking these kids to do 
now is play football year-round. In 
summer they don’t go home any- 
more. They stay on campus so they 
can train under the instruction of the 
strength staff. 

But paying the players would 
have no effect with regard to the 
agent problem. Besides, college 
sports don’t generate enough money 
to pay the football players and fulfill 
the government’s requirement of 
gender equity. 

All of the money generated from 
football and basketball that doesn’t 
go back into those two sports goes 
into all the non-revenue sports, in- 
cluding women’s sports. It’s an ab- 
solute joke when I hear someone say 
they should pay the players; not even 
the wealthiest athletic departments in 
the country could afford that. 

As far as agents go, I don’t think 
Bobby Bowden has a better chance of 
controlling them than anybody else. 
All a coach can do is emphasize that 
they are out there and go after it, and 
if he’s lucky he’ll get through a ca- 
reer without having a problem.

Unlike last year, when the return 
of 16 starters and the presence of 
eventual Heisman winner Charlie 
Ward made Florida State an easy 
choice as preseason No. 1, there is no 
clear-cut favorite in 1994. 

A case easily could be made for six 
or seven teams, including the two 
_who battled for the national title in 
last year’s Orange Bowl, Florida 
State and Nebraska. 

FSU coach Bobby Bowden got his 
first title with an 18-16 victory, while 
it was wait for next year for Ne- 
braska’s Tom Osborne. 

Well, it’s next year and Osborne 
has a team that just might be good 
enough for his wait to end. 

The following is Football News’ 
Preseason Top 20: 


NEBRASKA — The names 

change, but the formula remains 
the same for the Cornhuskers: a 
strong running attack and a line- 
backer-dominated defense. This 
year, the names to watch are running 
backs Lawrence Phillips and Damon 
Benning, who figure to more than 
make up for the departure of Calvin 
Jones. They join prototypical wish- 
bone quarterback Tommie Frazier in 
a backfield that will cause opponents 
major headaches. That group will 
run behind a veteran and — as al- 
ways — huge offensive line. Dwayne 
Harris, who had eight sacks in lim- 
ited duty last year, figures to replace 
Trev Alberts and join fellow line- 
backer Ed Stewart as the anchors on 
defense. 


FLORIDA — The Gators have 

been explosive offensively since 
Steve Spurrier took over as head 
coach and this year should be no dif- 
ferent. And this could be the year the 
defense finally starts catching up to 
the offense. The defensive line, led 
by top prospect Kevin Carter, is deep 
and talented, and the secondary fea- 
tures standout cornerback Larry 
Kennedy. Bookend tackles Jason 
Odom and Reggie Green, and the 
quarterbacking duo of Terry Dean 
and Danny Wuerffel will ensure 
Florida again scores a lot of points. 


NOTRE DAME — All eyes will 

be on phenom quarterback Ron 
Powlus this fall, and if he delivers, 
the Irish could have the national title 
they thought they deserved last year. 
Powlus, the highly touted high 
school recruit who was injured last 
season, is said to be the real thing. 
He’ll get plenty of help on offense 
with standout running back Lee Bec- 
ton and a talented offensive line, led

The schedule isn’t 
easy, with road games against 
Boston College, Florida State (in Or- 
lando) and USC, and home contests 
against Michigan and Stanford. 


FLORIDA STATE — It has been 
a stormy offseason for the de- 
fending national champions, who 
have been hit by one off-the-field in- 
cident or allegation after another. 
Throw in the loss of Ward, and some 
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might start to feel sorry for the Semi- 
noles. Don’t. There is talent up and 
down the roster, with All-American 
candidates at virtually every posi- 
tion. The key could be the perfor- 
mance of new quarterback Dan 
Kanell, who threw for 341 yards and 
five touchdowns against Maryland 
last year in place of the injured 
Ward. » 


MIAMI — The aura of invinci- 
bility left the Hurricanes last 


year, especially after the 29-0 spank- 
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ing administered by Arizona in the 
Fiesta Bowl. Still, it would be a mis- 
take to dismiss the Canes. The of- 
fense returns nine starters and the 
running back corps is deep and tal- 
ented. The only question on offense 
is at quarterback, where Frank Costa 
and Ryan Collins took turns running 
the show. It’s Costa’s job at the start 
of the season and if he delivers, 
Miami could make a run at the na- 
tional title. The defense, led by dom- 
inant defensive tackle Warren Sapp 
and nonstop linebacker Rohan Mar- 
ley, should be stingy once again. 


MICHIGAN — The Wolverines 

are coming off an uncharacter- 
istically mediocre season, but they 
finished with a flurry and look every 
bit as dangerous as ever in 1994. 
Leading the way will be Heisman 
Trophy candidate Tyrone Wheatley, 
who very well could be the first 
overall pick in next April’s NFL 
draft. In all, eight starters return on 
offense. Quarterback Todd Collins 
has a deep group of receivers to 
throw to and the offensive line is, as 
usual, big and physical. The defense 
will be better than last year when 
standout linebackers Matt Dyson 
and Steve Morrison both were both- 
ered by injuries throughout the sea- 
son. One big obstacle facing the 
Wolverines is a schedule that in- 
cludes non-conference games 
against Boston College, Notre Dame 
and Colorado. 


COLORADO — The Buffaloes 

were one of the best offensive 
teams in the country last year and 
they could be even better in 1994, 
despite the loss of standout wide re- 
ceiver Charles Johnson. Wide re- 
ceiver Michael Westbrook should be 
a No. 1 pick in the ‘95 NFL draft; 
running back Rashaan Salaam 
should top the 1,000-yard mark; and 
there are two quality quarterbacks in 
Kordell Stewart and Koy Detmer. In 
addition, the offensive line returns 
intact and should be among the best 
in the country. But a shaky sec- 
ondary and a schedule that includes 
early games against Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Texas might prevent 
this team from making a run at the 
national title. 


ARIZONA — The Wildcats 

rode the play of their defense to 
their highest-ever final AP ranking 
(10th) and will be looking to take an- 
other step this season. The defense, 
ranked second in the country last 
year, again will lead the way, thanks 
to players like lineman Tedy Br- 
uschi, linebacker Sean Harris and

1 PENN STATE — The Nittany 
Lions finished the 1993 season 
with five consecutive victories, includ- 
ing a 31-13 thrashing of Tennessee in 
the Florida Citrus Bowl, and could be 
a major factor this season. The offense 
is loaded, especially at running back 
and wide receiver. Receiver/returner 
Bobby Engram is one of the most 
dangerous players in the Big Ten. 
Brian Gelzheiser is the latest in the 
long line of quality Penn State line- 
backers and he anchors the defense. 


1| TENNESSEE — The Volun- 

teers will be without stand- 
out quarterback Heath Shuler in 
1994, but don’t expect a major drop- 
off in offensive production. Replac- 
ing Shuler will be Jerry Colquitt, 
who looked impressive in mop-up 
duty last year. Colquitt will have the 
luxury of operating behind a veteran 
and talented offensive line. Colquitt 
will have to be sharp early, though, 
because the schedule opens with a 
trip at UCLA and home games

The Tigers surprised every- 
one by posting a perfect 11-0 record 
last season, but they were not eligible 
for postseason play and had to settle 
for the No. 4 ranking in the final As- 
sociated Press poll. The Tigers, who 
again are ineligible for postseason 
play, won't catch many people by 
surprise this year. The defense 
should carry the load, with nine 
starters returning from a unit that 
ranked 15th in the country in 1993. 


1 OKLAHOMA — The Soon- 
ers, who are getting close to 
re-establishing themselves as a na- 
tional powerhouse, should look 
more like the Oklahoma teams of 
old in 1994 with a renewed empha- 
sis on the running game. Part of the 
reason is the departure of quarter- 
back Cale Gundy. The other part is 
the return of the team’s four leading 
rushers from ‘93, including sopho- 
more James Allen. In all, 16 starters 

return froma team that went 9-3. 
16 USC — It’s not really like 
John Robinson to coach a 
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pass-oriented team, but 
quarterback Rob Johnson's 
ability has left him no choice. 
Johnson returns after a sen- 
sational junior season during 
which he threw 29 touch- 
down passes and suffered 
only six interceptions. The 
Trojans have to replace last 
year's top receiver, Johnnie 
Morton. Defense is some- 
what of a concern, with only 
four starters back from a unit 
that had problems stopping 
the run. 


UCLA — The Bruins 
feature perhaps the 
most dangerous offensive 
weapon in the country in 
wide receiver J.J. Stokes, and 
quarterback Wayne Cook is 
back to get him the ball. De- 
fensively, the Bruins are ex- 
pecting outside linebacker 
Donnie Edwards to take up 
the slack created by the de- 
parture of No. 1 pick Jamir 
Miller, and the defensive line 
is deep and talented. The schedule is 
brutal, with games at Nebraska, Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona, and home con- 
tests against Tennessee and USC. 


| NORTH CAROLINA — The 

Tar Heels feature one of the 
most potent offensive backfields in the 
country with quarterback Jason Stan- 
icek, and running backs Curtis and 
Leon Johnson. If the offensive line can 
adequately replace four departed 
starters from last year, North Carolina 
should score points in bunches. De- 
fensively, the Tar Heels have only 
three starters coming back, but defen- 
sive end Marcus Jones appears ready 
to emerge as a major force. 


| OHIO STATE “Big 

Daddy” Dan Wilkinson is 
gone, but there is still plenty of talent 
left behind. Joey Galloway, a receiver 
who returns punts and kickoffs, is 
one of the most dangerous offensive 
weapons around, and offensive 
tackle Korey Stringer is a dominant 
lineman. Defensively, linebackers 
Lorenzo Styles and Craig Powell 
could make Buckeyes fans forget 


about Wilkinson. 
2? TEXAS — The Longhorns 
could be one of the most im- 
proved teams in 1994. That's be- 
cause 18 starters return, including 
perhaps the best wide receiver duo 
in the country. Mike Adams, who 
caught 52 passes for 908 yards and 
seven touchdowns, ran into legal 
problems during the summer but is 
expected back in late August. A key 
offensively could be the develop- 
ment of highly touted quarterback 
Shea Morenz, who threw 18 inter- 
ceptions as a freshman last year. The 
defense features a star-in-the-mak- 
ing in pass-rushing specialist Tony 
Brackens.

Twice over the past 10 years he’s seen 
national championships disappear in the 
east end zone of the Orange Bowl. 

Yet ask Tom Osborne to discuss the 
defining moments in his 21-year career 
as head coach at the University of Ne- 
braska and the winningest active coach 
in NCAA Division I-A (206-47-3 for an 
.811 percentage) doesn’t even hesitate. 

He'll tell you the Orange Bowl loss to 
Miami in January of 1984, and to 
Florida State last season, while equally 
heartbreaking, remain sources of consid- 
erable pride. Why? 

“Because in both cases,” Osborne 
said, “we played like a national champi- 
onship team.” 

Not that one should have expected 
anything less. Osborne has led Nebraska 
to a bowl game every year since taking 
over for Bob Devaney in 1973 — 10 
times as Big Eight champion or co-cham- 

ion. 
4 The script could prove similar again 
this year, Returning 12 starters from last 
year’s 11-1 team — including quarter- 
back Tommie Frazier — Nebraska is 
Football News’ preseason No. 1. 

Osborne touched on that and other 
subjects in a recent interview with FN. 


Q: As a coach does it bother you 
to hear your team is a preseason No. 
1 in some circles, or would you 
rather sneak up on people? 

Osborne: It’s kind of a mixed bag. 
The preseason rankings really don’t 
mean a whole lot, other than condi- 
tioning your fans as to what’s ex- 
pected. The higher you’re ranked, the 
higher the expectations. Generally, 
expectations are pretty high here, 
anyway. But at least we've been rated 
over the years, and that’s good. 


Q: Can you compare the team 
coming back this year to last year’s 
team in terms of overall talent? 

Osborne: Defensively, we've lost 
Trev Alberts at defensive end and 
both our safeties, Toby Wright and 
John Reece. But we'll still have good 
rush ends in (linebackers) Donta 
Jones and Dwayne Harris and excel- 
lent overall speed. 

Offensively (from a team which 
averaged 38 points in 1993), we re- 
turn seven people who started. So 
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we plan to be even better. We have a 
lot of the essentials to be a pretty 
good team. 


QO: With two of the game’s top 
coaches vying for their first national 
championship, last year’s Orange 
Bowl engendered sentiment for 
both you and Bobby Bowden. 
When the referee placed one second 
back on the clock and Byron Ben- 
nett lined up for the 45-yard field 
goal, did you feel, finally, your time 
had come? 

Osborne: | figured our odds were 
50-50 — that was about what Bennett 
made from that range. I really wasn’t 
thinking about destiny or anything 
like that. 

It never feels good to lose. But like 
the 1984 game against Miami, I was 
proud of our team. Ten years ago, we 


got behind 17-0, lost Mike Rozier to in- 
jury, battled back, then went for two 
points to win it. I thought our team 
showed a lot of character and heart. 

This Orange Bowl I thought we 
also battled a lot of adversity. Nei- 
ther game was in our element — 
grass field, warm weather climate, 
warm weather team. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I thought we played 
well enough to win. By the law of av- 
erages, I thought we’d win at least 
one of the two. 


Q: How often during the offsea- 
son did you think about that game? 

Osborne: | thought about it some. 
I’ve looked at the films a couple of 
times. But I don’t think I’ve been 
dwelling on it or been obsessed by it. 
We thought going in we could win, 
and I don’t think too many others 


shared that sentiment. I still think if 
we had dominated in either the kick- 
ing game or turnovers we would 
have won the game. 


Q: After that game, Bowden said 
Nebraska was a lot better than he 
thought. Do you feel there was a 
perception last year that your team 
wasn’t of national championship 
caliber? 

Osborne: The Big Eight, five years 
ago, wasn’t real strong top to bottom. 
Deservedly, the conference got a rap 
for not being as good as we once 
were. But in the last two or three sea- 
sons we've probably played tougher 
opposition than we’ve been given 
credit for. There are few teams in our

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conference where you can play a 
bad game and expect to win. 


Q: What are your reactions to the 
problems the Florida State program 
has encountered during the offsea- 
son? 

Osborne: When you've been in 
coaching awhile, you never rejoice at 
anyone else’s problems because you 
realize their problems are your prob- 
lems. It seems like the more visible 
your program, the more of a gold- 
fish bowl you live in. 


QO: With as many talented ath- 
letes as you've coached, how have 
you been able to avoid the type of 
problems which have beset other 
prominent programs? 

Osborne: I wouldn't say we've to- 
tally avoided them. The NCAA 
came here in 1986 and investigated 
us. (The program was cited for three 
minor violations, all of which in- 
volved players receiving extra bene- 
fits. However, no sanctions were 
handed down.) 

Basically, I think we’ve had a 
good level of integrity on the part of 
our players and coaches. 

In college football today, you're 
dealing with lots of elements. Fans, 
players, agents; and the coach is re- 
sponsible for all of it. Yet, I’m sitting 
here uneasy because I can’t know 
what all 100-plus players are doing 
every minute of the day. You're held 
accountable for things that some- 
times are a little tough to account 
for. But ultimately, we're responsi- 
ble. Coaches can’t take the stance 
that it’s beyond our control because 
pretty soon you have chaos. 


Q: Did you ever think you would 
see your old rival Barry Switzer 
back in coaching, let alone for the 
Dallas Cowboys? How do think 
he’ll handle the adjustment from 
college to pros? 

Osborne: I guess I was mildly 
surprised. Barry probably felt he’d 
never get another chance being out 
of coaching five years. It’s a little un- 
usual. But it shouldn’t be a problem 
for him. They have most of the same 
staff, so it won't be an X’s and O's 
adjustment. The coaches will proba- 
bly do most of the coaching. Barry 
will handle the press and handle 
motivating the players. And he'll do 
an excellent job at that. 


Q: Has anyone ever approached 
you about a pro job or another top 
college job? Would you ever con- 
sider leaving Nebraska at this stage 
in your career? 

Osborne: I’ve had a number o 
opportunities to leave here. Two or 
three firm pro offers — among them 
Houston and Seattle, which was 
quite interested in me several years 
ago. | 
But I turned them down primarily 
because I enjoy the collge game. 
Here, you have a chancd mold peo- 


oe 


ple’s character and see kids get -de- 
grees — some things that you proba- 
bly wouldn't see in pro football. You 
also have a better chance to control 
your own destiny. There are maybe 
three or four pro jobs where a coach 
has control over player personnel 
and all the decisions which go into 
making a good team. But more often 
than not’ you have to coach the hand 
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that’ s dealt you. 


Q: Do you ever tire of fans, 
boosters and media asking if this 
will be the year you win a national 
championship? 

Osborne: Sometimes I feel there’s 
too much of a fixation on it. There 
are so many things in a run for the 
national championship that are be- 
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yond your control — votes, the ref- 
erees, the talent level of your compe- 
tition. As a result, I tend to focus 
more on how well we play. I just 
hope we put a great team on the 
field this fall and play that way each 
Saturday. If we do that, and it re- 
sults in a national championship, 
great. If it doesn't, I can sure live 
with that. 
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The voice of college football is one 
of a Southern lilt. It is the voice that 
greets you from behind the counter 
at a Waffle House. It is a state troop- 
er's voice. A Baptist minister's voice. 
Elvis' voice.

You ask for directory assistance in 
Charleston, S.C., and that voice on the 
other end belongs to college football. 

Truth to tell, it sounds an awful lot 
like FSU coach Bobby Bowden, who 
can aw-shucks and gol-darn all day 
long, until there is hardly any differ- 
ence to the tone of championships or 
scandals. 

We're fixin' to get real provincial 
here. For, after years of press box re- 
search and a lifetime of experience, 
this much is self-evident: 

College football. It's a Southern 
thing. 

They do play a form of the game 
out there, somewhere beyond Vir- 
ginia: So it is rumored. We hear of 
myths in South Bend and great 
throngs in Ann Arbor and the occa- 
sional entry in a Rose Bowl game 
that is almost always just part of the 
clean-up after the parade. 

Did you notice how Miami began 
slipping as a football power as soon 
as it aligned itself to the Big East? 
Just the company was enough to 
undo the Hurricanes. 

The commitment to college foot- 
ball, the passion, lies due south. Con- 
sider that elsewhere, when game 
time is nigh, players and fans sort of 
congregate. In the South, both 
groups hunker down. 

Recruiters go through here with 
gill nets, for this is where the best tal- 
ent lives. Size and speed are 
birthrights. 

Pollsters cast their favor this way. 
Nine of the 14 national champions 
(or co-champions) of the '80s and '90s 
have Southern addresses. 

NCAA investigators seem particu- 
larly keen on the South (and South- 
west), because where there is the 
greatest desire there is also the great- 
est temptation. Check with one Billy 
Brewer, who was the dean of South- 
eastern Conference coaches until re- 
signing this summer under the cloud 
of a second investigation. 

It all falls naturally into place in 
the South. Admit it. Keith Jackson 
doesn't really sound at home unless 
he's calling a game from Death Val- 
ley or Legion Field. 

If you disbelieve any of this, go 
touch Frank Howard's rock at Clem- 
son and just feel the power. If you 
don't, hurry to the nearest mortuary. 

We defer here to Coach Marino 
Casem, who while at Alcorn uttered 
these timeless words: “In the East, 
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The Florida State fans’ tomahawk chop is among the traditions that make college football in the South so special 


college football is a cultural exercise. 
On the West Coast, it is a tourist at- 
traction. In the Midwest, it is canni- 
balism. But in the South, it is a reli- 
gion, and Saturday is the holy day.” 

Where else would inspire a rivalry 
as vicious as that between Alabama 
and Auburn? Politics isn't this dirty. 
Just as the Crimson Tide was gloat- 
ing over Auburn whistle-blower Eric 
Ramsey, up pops their own in-house 
embarrassment, Gene Jelks. Both are 
seen as agents for the enemy (read 
that the other school). 

“Sure, I'd like to beat Notre 
Dame,” ‘Bama's Bear Bryant once 
said. “But nothing matters more than 
beating that cow college on the other 
side of the state.” 

Where else would an annual game 
stubbornly hold on to the title of 
“World's Largest Cocktail Party,” no 
matter how officials would try to dis- 
infect it? That's what Florida-Georgia 
always will be, even when the series 
relecates while Jacksonville's Gator 
Bowl is being brought up to code. 

The motivational techniques of 
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Southern football are second to none. 
At Mississippi State, Jackie Sherrill 
gathered his squad around while a 
bull was castrated on the practice 
field. Nothing like a little neutering 
to fire up a team. In Statesboro, Erk 
Russell used to take his Georgia 
Southern team to a filthy drainage 
ditch that ran through campus and 
invite players to ‘taste of the magic 
waters of “beautiful Eagle Creek.” 
Dysentery was always looking for a 
place on this schedule. 

Where else could they tolerate so 
many playings of “Rocky Top” ina 
single day? 

Where else would they dare hold 
a Weedeater Bowl? 

Social scientists have tried to ex- 
plain the relationship between col- 
lege football and the South. They 
point to the region's inferiority com- 
plex, and how a Saturday spent kick- 
ing butt is a.salve. They draw paral- 
lels between the sport and the 
South's natural military bent. Sooner 
or later, someone mentions Faulkner, 
even though he wouldn't catch a

With real college football, you get 
grits on the side.

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kids painting their face, and that 
goes way back. These people are 
crazy, and I love ‘em for it.” 

Munson also knows his audience 
is changing. He believes all those 
televised games are shrinking it, or 
at least makes listeners pay less at- 
tention. 

“When I started in the ‘40s and 
through the ‘50s, ‘60s and ‘70s, 
everyone listened to the game on 
the radio,” he said. “Now I think 
we've got a car audience. It's a 
seven-minute audience or a 20- 
minute audience, as long as it takes 
to go out for ice and beer. I'm so 
much more aware of having to up- 
date the score and the time left 
more often. 

“But I think most people are 
watching on TV, and if Georgia's 
game gets one-sided, they switch to 
USC-Washington real easy. People 
used to listen to every minute on 
the radio. Not anymore, and that's 
sad, really kind of an end of an 
era.” 

Still, Larry Munson will be back 
in the booth this fall, as enthusiastic 
as ever. He's in his late 60s, has a 
few years left on his contract, 
makes “a million speeches a year” 
around the state and is just as much 
a symbol of Georgia football as 
Vince Dooley, Herschel Walker or 
any coach or player ever associated 
with the program.

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Arizona defense turns up heat

For Pac-10 offenses rendered im- 
potent by the conference’s best line 
of defense, it’s hardly a consolation. 

But at least those teams encounter 
the often-demoralizing wrath of the 
University of Arizona defense no 
more than once a year. 

Try butting heads several times a 
week with a group of Wildcats as ob- 
stinate as they are predatory when it 
comes to offenses. 

“When we scrimmage against our 
offense, if the ball starts moving even 
a little bit everybody on defense 
starts getting upset,” said Arizona 
defensive coordinator Larry Mac 
Duff. “These guys don’t want to give 
an inch — to anybody.” 

“One yard,” according to defen- 
sive end Tedy Bruschi, “is too much 
for this defense.” 

Obviously. 

Last year, opponents averaged a 
microscopic 0.9 yards per carry 
against Arizona, easily the nation’s 
No. 1 defense against the run. 

Impressive, yes. But it gets even 
better. 

In 11 regular season games, the 
Wildcats surrendered a Pac-10 
record 331 rushing yards. That's an 
average of 30.1 yards per game, not 
too far off the NCAA record of 17 
yards per outing allowed by Penn 
State in 1947. 

Just how staggering are those 
numbers? Consider this: Conference 
foe Washington State, the nation’s 
No. 2 defense against the run, al- 
lowed 949 yards over 11 games — 
nearly triple Arizona’s total and 56.2 
yards more per outing. 

Not bad for a Wildcats unit which 


as recently as 1991 allowed 54 points 


° - 


in consecutive games against both 
Washington and UCLA. 

“We pride ourselves on stopping 
the run,” Bruschi said. “Then when 
they pass — and we know they have 
to pass — everyone just pins their 
ears back. It’s nothing special 
scheme-wise. It’s the players who 
make this defense.” ) 

“We've never given them a spe- 
cific number as far as points or yards 
per game,” said Mac Duff of his de- 
fense, which finished as the nation’s 
No. 2 overall unit last year. “We talk 
about playing with emotion, playing 
physical and setting high standards. 
The statistics have taken care of 
themselves. These guys have high 
expectations as a unit.” 

That’s putting it mildly. Despite 
the loss of Outland Trophy winner 
and nose guard Rob Waldrop, the 
Wildcats defense believes it can be 
just as, if not more, dominant in 
1994. 

Certainly, the talent is in place. As 
evidenced by Football News’ presea- 
son All-American defensive first 
team — featuring Bruschi, linebacker 
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Two reasons the Arizona defense has been so good and should be again this season are tackle Tedy Bruschi, who's usuaily too much 


to handle one-on-one on the line, and safety Tony Bouie, who puts his great instincts to use in the secondary. 


Sean Harris and defensive back Tony 
Bouie — Arizona remains heavily 
fortified. 

Equally abundant is the defense’s 
confidence, which has built over the 
past two seasons and continues to 
ooze in the aftermath of January’s 
dismantling of the University of 
Miami at the Fiesta Bowl. 

Seven months after capping the 
first 10-win season in Arizona his- 
tory (10-2) with a 29-0 whitewash of 
the Hurricanes — the first shutout 
suffered by Miami since 1979 — the 
Wildcats sense the best is yet to 
come. 

“If we didn’t expect to improve 
upon last year, what kind of men 
would we be,” Bruschi said. “We al- 
lowed 30 yards rushing per game, and 
we expect to be even better this year.” 

That's a frightening prospect for 
Arizona opponents, and not just 
those hoping to establish a ground 
game. With Bouie and teammate 
Brandon Sanders prowling the sec- 
ondary, the Wildcats proved as 
stingy against the pass as the run. 

Playing teams which often found 
themselves with no option but to air 
it out, the Wildcats allowed 206.8 
passing yards per game (for an over- 


all average of 236.9 total yards al- 
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lowed, second only to Mississippi's 
234.5). 

No less an authority than Miami 
coach Dennis Erickson called the 5- 
foot-10, 185-pound Bouie, who tied 
for the Pac-10 lead with six intercep- 
tions, “the best free safety we'll play 
against.” 

“Bouie just adds another dimen- 
sion to us,” Mac Duff said. “He has 
great instincts and really under- 
stands angles. If the ball is run to one 
side, he’s there in support; if it’s 
thrown deep, he’s covering deep. 
The guy seems to see everything.” 

Ask opposing quarterbacks what 
they saw most last year against Ari- 
zona and they’d probably say it was 
Bruschi’s body hurtling at them. The 
6-1, 255-pounder made 27.5 of his 55 
tackles behind the line of scrimmage. 
With teams double-teaming Wal- 
drop, Bruschi — who also saw his 
share of doubles — went out and led 
the Pac-10 in sacks with 19. 

“Some people felt Tedy wasn’t tall 
enough to be a defensive lineman,” 
Mac Duff said. “But our staff doesn’t 
get caught up in whether a guy is 
such-and-such a height. This is a 
group of guys who maximize the 
ability they have. We give them 
some direction, but basically we just 


cut them loose.” 

Not that corralling this intense 
bunch is even a consideration. Take 
Harris. The 6-3, 235-pounder who 
finished second on the team in tack- 
les with 90 is said to be shy and quiet 
off the field. On it, according to Mac 
Duff, he’s “probably our most vocal 
leader.” 

Vocal doesn’t even begin to de- 
scribe Bruschi, who celebrates each 
sack with a now-familiar stampede 
of emotion. It typifies not only his 
style but the entire Arizona defense. 

“Sure, I go crazy after making a 
sack or big play,” said Bruschi (pro- 
nounced Brew-ski), who appropri- 
ately enough has spent the past two 
summers delivering Budweiser beer. 
“I do that to express to my fellow 
teammates and all the fans in Tucson 
that we love what we're doing.” 

In Tucson, where Wildcats fans 
are hoping for their school’s first 
Rose Bowl appearance, the message 
has been received. Now, with the 
season at hand, the Arizona defense 
is ready to state its case to the rest of 
the country. 

“If they don’t want to pul us on 
TV, there’s.a lot of viewers missing 
out,” Bruschi said. “Because we're 
having a lot of fun out there.”

resh out of Point Loma High 
ie School in San Diego, J.J. Stokes, 
still a few months shy of his 18th 
birthday, walked onto the practice 
field for the first time as a member of 
the UCLA football team. 

The coaching staff promptly issued 
the 6-foot-4, 200-plus pounder knee 
braces and oversized shoulder pads. 

Linebacker gear. 

Stokes, stunned by what he was 
seeing, turned and walked off the 
practice field. 

““T have no idea what they were 
thinking,” Stokes said of the Bruins’ 
initial plan to play him at outside 
linebacker. “I had never played de- 
fense at any level. I might not have 
even played here if they hadn’t 
changed and given me receiver pads 
that same day.” 

Four years, 128 receptions, 1,924 
yards and 24 touchdowns later, Heis- 
man Trophy candidate Jerel Jamal 
Stokes stood at the center of another 
intriguing decision involving UCLA. 

Only this time, fittingly enough 
for college football’s premier wide 
receiver, the decision was in Stokes’ 
hands. 

Coming off a record-setting junior 
season, Stokes was projected as a 
sure top-10 pick when the National 
Football League held its April draft. 
Being the fashionable choice these 
days among talented — and some

not-so-talented — underclassmen, 
most pegged Stokes as NFL-bound. 

Yet when the Bruins open the sea- 
son Sept. 3 at home against Tennessee, 
a familiar figure will line up at wide- 
out for the first game of his senior year. 

Surprised? Don’t be. Truth is, 
Stokes is having the time of his life in 
college. With a degree in sociology to 
be completed’and one year of college 
in which to revel, the pros can wait. 

“I got some serious grief from peo- 
ple for not turning pro,” Stokes said. 
“But I want to stay here- it doésn’t 
bother me that I might have gone 
higher in the draft this year than next 
year. I'll benefit in the long run. 

“I assume if I get a chance to play 
in pro ball the demands on my time 
will be greater. | won't be playing 
jjust to enjoy myself. I’ll be playing to 
get a paycheck. Right now, I'm just 
enjoying myself and, best of all, I 
have the time to do that.” 

What’s not to enjoy if you’re 
Stokes? The consensus All-American 
enters the 1994 season needing 15 re- 
ceptions and 64 receiving yards to 
pass Sean LaChapelle as the Bruins’ 
career leader in both categories. 


The 21-year-old Stokes comes off a 
1993 season unparalleled in UCLA 
history. He set school records for re- 
ceptions (82), receiving yards (1,181) 
and touchdowns receptions (17, 
tying a Pac-10 mark). 

All this from someone who didn’t 
make the move to wide receiver — 
albeit begrudgingly — until his se- 
nior year at Point Loma. Stokes had 
been a tailback up until his junior 
year, but the coaching staff moved 
him to tight end. 

He suffered through that season, 
contributing little, and hoped to re- 
turn to running back as a senior. 
Again, his coaches had other ideas. 

“I wasn’t thrilled at all about mov- 
ing to wide receiver in high school,” 
Stokes said. “But that summer we 
had this thing called a passing league 
— kind of like two-hand touch 
against other high school teams. The 
offenses never ran, you just had a 
certain amount of time to throw the 
ball. 

“We would win all those games, 
and that success made it easier to ac- 
cept the move to wide receiver. Com- 
pared to trying to score in the pass- 
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ing league, I only had one or two 
people to beat (in high school games) 
before scoring a touchdown.” 

And score he did. Stokes caught 
66 passes his senior year for 1,535 
yards and 15 touchdowns. 

By that time, his oldest brother 
Darryl (one of three older brothers) 
had long since finished a career as 
wide receiver at Long Beach State 
and later with the Chicago Blitz of 
the defunct USEL. 

But Darryl made sure he passed 
down several tricks of the trade. 

“He still tells me how to run my 
post corners,” Stokes said of Darryl, 
12 years his senior. “Sometimes I 
don’t run them right and he gets all 
over me. All three of my brothers are 
“my toughest critics.” 

Given the preseason hype sur- 
rounding Stokes, they may be the only 
ones critical of his play. Though a pure 
wide receiver — one who doesn’t field 
punts or play both ways — has never 
won the award, Stokes is being touted 
as a strong Heisman candidate. 

That decision, however, is out of 
his hands. For his part, Stokes enters 
the 1994 season with a philosophy 
which continues to serve him well. 

“If I can make the game exciting, 
come up with a big play, and do 
something that people don’t really ex- 
pect, maybe I can win (the Heis- 
man),” Stokes said. “But all I really 
want to do make the clutch catches in 
the key moments. That’s my game.”
